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A Judge’s Decision— 

When a well known filipino club 
of San Francisco was raided a few 
weeks ago, several white girls and 
many filipinos were taken into cus- 
tody. Judge Lazarus heard the tes- 
timony and said: 

“This is a deplorable situation, | 
and far more important than the 
matter before me. It is a dreadful 
thing when these filipinos, scarcely 
more than savages, come to San 
Francisco, work for practically 
nothing, and obtain the society of 
these girls. Because they work for 
nothing, decent white boys cannot 
get jobs.” 

Judge Lazarus is right, but he 
didn’t go far enough—he should 
have mentioned about the japanese 
and chinese menace the workers 
must face in California—filipinos 
work cheap, but these japs work 
for practically nothing.

Tribute to Washington— 

Scores of great men have con- 
tributed to the greatness of Amer- 
ica, but among all these there is 
not one to dispute the place of 
George Washington as the father 
of his country. 


Perhaps he never dreamed that 
a nation second to none in the his- 
tory of the world would grow from 
the tiny seed he planted, and would 
pause on a day 204 years after his 
birth, to honor him as we are do- 
ing now. 

But it was Washington, with his 
steadfast vision of a people free 
and united, who brought our coun- 
try through that perilous period of 
infancy when 
might easily have broken to bits. 

His courage in the face of physi- 
cal danger first, it was, which saw 


us through the revolutionary war. | 
Had he once quavered, America | 


would have been doomed to become 
another Ireland, with a 
bloody struggle for independence 
lasting perhaps into the twentieth 
century. 

His mental courage later held the 
states together in the confused 
days following the war., Had he 
given an inch then, there would be 
no great nation here today, but a 
conglomeration of petty principal- 
ities, some if not all merely colo- 
nies of European powers. 

From before the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence in 
1776 until his death in 1799, Wash- 
ington was the leader, the one 
staunch pillar supporting the gene- 
sis of America. 

The nation pays tribute to him 
now, by observing the day of his 
birth, and by thinking of him as 
he truly was—the father of his 
country. 


Yes, We Must Register— 

It seems that there still prevails 
considerable confusion about regis- 
tering to vote in California this 
year. 

The registrar has reported that 
numerous citizens think all the 
shouting about having to sign up 
is wrong, and that the whole thing 
is a mistake. 

It is easy to understand their 
misapprehension, and unjust to 
blame them. After all they were 
told when they registered before 
that the business was final, and 
they’d never have to do it again 
unless they went out of the state. 

So they were told, then. How- 
ever the last legislators nullified 
the permanent registration law and 
called for this new registration. 

Some say that it is actually noth- 
ing more than a test of party 
strength. Other believe that it is 
necessary for the elimination of 
names on the rolls which are not 
quite “correct.” Either way, though 
everyone must sign again this year 
in order to vote. There is no mis- 
take about it. 

One sure thing is that this will 
be one of the biggest turnouts in 
history for the primaries, and then 
the general presidential election 
later this year. And what an ex- 
citing political struggle it will be!

Thugs Who Killed 


Having denied a motion for a 
new trial, Superior Court Judge FE. 
D. Hodge at Tacoma has sentenced 
Peter Marinoff to twenty years in 
the Washington state penitentiary 
along with H. H. Hiatt, said to be 
Marinoff’s right hand man in the 
hiring of gunmen guards during 
last summer’s strike at the Marin- 


off Northwest Brewing company 
plant at Tacoma. Theodore Fergu- 
son, admittedly the man who fired 
the shot which killed William 
(“Hoop”) Usitalo, a member of Se- 
attle Teamsters’ Local 174, was 
sentenced to a year in Pierce coun- 
ty jail, as was also J. L. Hanford, 
whose sentence was suspended. 

Usitalo was shot down on one 
of the main street corners of Ta- 
coma by the guards in Marinoff’s 
employ while he was driving a 
picket car peacefully following the 
car in which the Marinoff guards 
were riding, testimony at the trial 
showed. 

In sentencing Marinoff and Hiatt 
the judge pronounced a bitter de- 
nunciation of “those who inspire 
crimes and hire men to commit 
them.” 

“The have believed 
Peter Marinoff instigated this 
crime,” Judge Hodge declared. 
“They must have believed H. H. 
Hiatt employed the others and ob- 
tained the weapons. . . . The man 
who hires them is more dangerous 
to society than the actual perpe- 
trator. It does no good to punish 
the man for commission of the 
crime without punishing the man 
who inspired it.”

Green Warns of 
Inflation Peril 


Striking at proposals being ‘ad- 
vanced in congress to inflate eu 
rency by printing greenbacks, Pres- | 
ident William Green of the A. F.| 
of L., speaking for the federativn’s 
executive council, announced on 
Thursday that workers must safe- 
guard their interests by insisting 
upon wage increases immediately. 

“The deleterious effect of cur- 
rency inflation upon the social and 
economic life of working people 
can only be offset by increases in 
wages and mass purchasing power 
aid. 

The executive council, he said, 
regards agitation for inflation as of 
“grave importance to labor’ be- 
cause in operation means that liv- 
ing costs will be increased. | 
“Obviously,” Green declared, “la- | 
bor will be at a decided disadvan- |} 
tage if commodity prices increase 
and wages remain stationary ai the 
depressed level to which they have 


a wage deflation policy. The buy- 
ing power of the masses of the 
people has been greatly reduced 


through reductions in wages. It has 
reached the point where 
the workers are unable to buy 
either in quantity or in frequency. 
If prices are to be driven upward 


limited buying power of the masses 
of the people will be further cur- 
tailed. 

“As a matter of sound public 
policy, a swell as of justice, an in- 


increase in commodity prices. Un- 
less this is done the consuming 
power of the people will be lowered 
rather than increased through the 
adoption of a policy of currency 
inflation. 

“We propose to call upon labor 
to begin the fight immediately for | 
Wage increases and to use such 
legitimate influence and power as 
may be at their command to bring 
about the restoration of the buying 
power of the masses of the people.”

Building trades pickets continued 
the boycott of the non-union built

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Ever since governments among human beings began 
to try to practice democracy in which the actual will of the 
majority of the people was conceded to be the most practi- 
cal method of determining every vital issue that might 
arise the remnants, who have continued to believe in rule 
by minorities, have resorted to every artifice and strategy 
to perpetuate domination of government by minorities 
and to thwart at every turn every major effort made by 
the majority of the people to assert their will. 

One of the artificial instruments used ever since dem- 
ocracy began to assert itself has been the two-house idea 
of a lawmaking body. When the constitution of the 
United States was adopted that European idea of a law- 
making body was incorporated in our national constitu- 
tion and practically every state legislature was patterned 
on that idea under which a lower house was elected each 
election, usually every two years and a senate of fewer 
members being elected for four or six years. 

When this system was devised for the legislative body 
of our national government it was provided that instead 
of the people electing senators the legislatures of each 
state should elect their respective two members of the 
U. S. Senate. Popular demand for election of United 
States senators by a direct vote of the people has changed 
this but the system of allowing a state like New York 
with nearly ten million people the same number of sen- 
ators as Nevada with less than one hundred thousand 
population still persists and no law can pass congress 
unless a majority of the U. S. senate concur with the lower 
house in the adoption of proposed legislation. 

Such a plan of representation creates a dual lawmak- 
ing body in which the senators from the states with small 
populations can dominate and override the wishes of the 
more largely populated states, so that U. S. senators 
elected by one-fourth of the population or less hold the 
whip hand over the other half of the U. S. senate which 
was elected by three-fourths or more of the total popula- 
tion of our entire country. 

In addition to the above undemocratic plan in vogue 
for the election of United States senators the fact that they 
are elected for six years while representatives in congress 
are elected for only two years has a tendency to make 
them less responsive to the popular will. This is one of 
the ends desired most of all by the believers in minority 
rule. 


To overcome this illogical and undemocratic structure 
of our lawmaking body a one-house congress should be 
made the law of our land. Voluminous arguments about 
checks and balances to prevent hasty action, and the like, 
is very much out of order, if we are to have a democracy. 
People have been fed up on this kind of nonsense, while 
the country, as a whole, has frequently waited an entire 
generation to secure legislation definitely desired by the 
majority of the people but they were unable to overcome 
the artificial barriers of our two-house congress. 


The way out is either to abolish the U. S. senate en- 
tirely and place all the functions of that body in charge 
of the house of representatives, or to merge all the present 
senators into the other house making them representatives 
at large from their respective states, but with the same 
right and power to vote as every other representative in 
congress. 

It is high time the American people began to insist 
that this upper house in our national lawmaking body be 
eliminated in order to make congress more responsive to 
the will of the American people. This idea of an upper 
house is merely a remnant of the conception of a House 
of Lords in England and similar upper houses in other 
countries in Europe. The only purpose they can and do 
serve is to obstruct and thwart the will of the majority 
of the people and that is contrary to the very foundation 
on which this government was founded, which was that 
it should be a “government of the people by the people, 
and for the people.” 

Let us take our democracy more seriously than we 
have done thus far. Let us demand that the people be 
given a fuller measure of expression of the will of the 
majority. Let us remove such artificial barriers as upper 
houses not only in our national congress, but in every 
state legislature in the United States. By doing this it 
would become simpler to practice the democracy we pride 
ourselves on being. 

A one-house lawmaking body is one of the next steps 
which should be taken. The sooner this is done the better. | 
It will pave the way for making more rapid headway on | 
realizing legislation badly needed today. |

96 silicosis cases in two trials at 
Fayetteville, both of which resulted 
in a hung jury. One of the jurymen 
was penalized for contempt of 
court, the charge being that he had 
fraternized with company officials 
during the trial. He declared that 
“suspicious tampering with the 
juries” and the payment of $20,000 
law firm “was the most 
damnable outrage ever perpetrated 
in any state.”

| cantonio of New York, the author 


of the resolution under which the 
tunnel silicosis tragedy is being 
probed. He said the deal between 
the company official and the law- 
yers representing the workers was 
the “most damnable racket I know 
of.” 

In response to questioning by 
Representative Dunn of Pennsyl- 


| vania, a member of the committee, 


Mr. Mason expressed the opinion 
that if the company had used res- 
pirators and wet drills to protect 
tunnel workers from _ breathing 


silica dust, the workmen would not 


have contracted the disease. Mr. 
Dunn characterized the alleged re- 
fusal of the company to have these 
precautions used as “nothing but 
wholesale murder.”
